2. DEPARTMENT HAS DISCUSSED CONFERENCE PLANS WITH RABI. 

NIERENBERG AND KOVACH. ALL THREE REGARD CONFERENCE PLANS 
AND PROSPECTUS IN REF B AS EXCELLENT BASE FOR 20TH 
ANNIVERSARY MEETING. RABI AND NIERENBERG EXPRESS 
RESERVATION ABOUT DISCURSIVENESS OF CONFERENCE AND 
WOULD PREFER, AS NIERENBERG SAID AT FEBRUARY MEETING, A 
MORE NARROWLY FOCUSSED CONFERENCE. HOWEVER, THEY 
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READY TO WORK ENTHUSIASTICALLY FOR PROGRAM OF IS AND 
PREPARATORY GROUP. 

3. KOVACH NOTES THAT HE HAS CONTACTED MANY OF 
RECIPIENTS OF REFTEL B. SEVERAL ARE LESS THAN 
ENTHUSIASTIC ABOUT TOPIC OUTLINES IN REF. B. KOVACH 
URGES THAT MARCH 15 WORKING GROUP ADDRESS THEIR 
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REFINEMENT. SOME STATEMENTS ARE CHALLENGED ON FACTUAL 
GROUNDS (E.G. "THE EASTERN BLOC HAS ITS EDUCATIONAL 
SYSTEM FIRMLY BASED ON MERITOCRACY"). IN GENERAL 
THEY LEAVE AN IMPRESSION OF CONSERVATIVE ELITISM, 

ALONG WITH A FATALISTIC STRESS ON WHAT IS HAPPENING 
TO US RATHER THAN WHAT WE CAN DO ABOUT IT. SUGGESTS 
THAT EFFORT BE MADE TO SEEK CONSTRUCTIVELY OPTIMISTIC 
SPEAKERS WHO, WHILE PAINTING REALISTIC PICTURE, WILL 
EMPHASIZE POSITIVE ASPECTS OF MAN'S ABILITY TO DESIGN 
HIS OWN FUTURE.
